The conference was made up of representatives of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, and the highway engineers or 
commissioners of a dozen States, and first of all they urge that 
neither political nor legislative influence be allowed to eontrol either 
the selection of routes or the kind of construction. In other words, 
that ‘engineers should be allowed to route highways just as engineers 
route railroads—beeause their professional judgment is satisfied. 
This, of course, looks to the building of completed systems, regard- 
less of local preferences. 

When it comes to the different kinds of pavement, the com- 
missioners agree that owing to the variations in climate, soil, traffic 
conditions and available materials, no one standard type of pave- 
ment is practical for the entire country, or even for a whole State. 
But as construction of the first class they recommend granite blocks, 
brick and bituminous tops on a conerete foundation, and a concrete 
pavement, these three varieties being dependent upon local con- 
ditions and available materials for road building.

Breaking Clovee From the Stems; Zanzibar. 


(Prepared by the National Geographic So- 
clety, Washington, BD. C.) 


Zanzibar, romantic melting pot off 
the east coast of Africa, a sort of 
Island vestibule to Kenya, England's 
latest colony, does not share the upset 
conditions of that mainland region 
which has recently kept the British 
cabinet Jn hot water, Nominally under 
its sultan, and largely ruled by a 
British high commissioner and a Brit- 
ish resident, the island goes on the 
more or less serene way of the trans- 
planted Kast, furnishing plots for 
comic operas and cloves for most of 
the spice-loving world. 

Hundreds of tourists sand govern- 
ment employees, on the manifold er- 
rands of empire, see the town of Zan- 
zibar without knowing much of it or 
ever exploring beyond the English ten- 
nis club. But this is less remarkable 
than the fact that merchants, priests, 
secular missionaries, military and dip- 
Jomatic personages, Indians, Arabs, 
Parsis and Kuropeans (as Inconspicu- 
ous artisuns or petty traders) actually 
live In the town year in and year out 
without so much as walking half a 
mile beyond the terminus of the little 
American ratlway at Bu-bu-bu, a vil- 
lage a few mfiles from the town Itself. 
The precedent for this neglect—-and 
the social fabric of Zanzibar is de- 
pendent on precedent—i{s undoubtedly 
the indifference of the early explorers, 
who fitted out caravans in the old 
tewn and, bent on discovering a vol- 
cano or a@ nyanza far afield, never 
wasted time in wandering about the 
glorious Istand itself, 

On the first day that one lenves the 
road bebind and finds oneself at large 
in the dense green of Zanzibar's titanic 
verdure one is consclous of a newness 
of Interest as when one reads for the 
first tlhme some book of very distinctive 
Imaginative quality, 


The woods and flelds, the “shambas" 
(plantations), are Hike the contents of 
a Brobdingnagian glass house; the col- 
ors of flowers and trees themselves 
nre 80 elementary as to seem Ike a 
child's congept of beauty In nature, 
and when, unexpectedly, without prep- 
nration of any kind, the aight of the 
clove trees, sahining green,  red- 
atemmed, syminetrical, stretches be 
fore one, with the ultramarine of the 
Lndian ocean as a backgwound for thetr 
unequaled loveliness, the beauty of the 
whole writos Itself on the memory of 
tho most coinmonplace of observers as 
an indelible delight. 


As Large as Long Island. 

The Island, about the same size in 
aquare miles as Long island, is of a 
different shupe, being skorter and 
much broader, It {# one ef Great Brit- 
aln's protectorates,

Cloves Are ite Salvation,

the center for general trade and the 
entrepot for the African hinterland, 
This last phase Js clove cultivation, 
and the history of the clove in Zanzi. 
bar {s a record of such pluck and fore. 
sight as may well teach a lesson te 
the proud Saxon who considers his 
race a monopolist of both quallttes, 

In 1860 an Arab named Velim bin 
Isse came up from Mauritius with a 
handful of cloves In his pocket and 
200 plants to put into his shamba, His 
fdea of agriculture was very unique, 
and be only tntended to persevere in 
clove culture If he could depend on a 
crop after every neglect aml affront 
had been offered his” trees, Thetr 
beauty (cloves are a kind of myrtle 
and exquisite In appearance) excited 
the Interest of Said Burgash, about to 
become Zanzibar's sultan, and he wrote 
tit once to the Moluccas to obtain the 
finest plants which could be bought 
for money, . 


Two Dutch ships brought them tn 
an unusually short time, and the sul- 
tun, the most remarkable man Zanzl- 
bar bag ever produced or associated 
with its fortunes, sent out numbers of 
his henehmen to compel laborers from 
every side to get the planta Into tha 
soll Immediately. He had read up the 
whole subject In a book of French au 
thorshtp, which he had caused to be 
written out In Arable, and saw that 
the enterprise had a great mercantile 
future for Zanzibar, He knew that the 
{aland’s supremacy as a trade center 
would pass, and he hoped to make ft, 
with Pemba, the extremely fertile but 
rathor uninteresting {sland to Zanazl- 
bar's porth, paramount in the world of 
spices, 


In 1872 a cyclone blew over Zanzl- 
bar, which uprooted all the clove trees 
and blew the coconuts flat to the 
earth without breaking them, Many 
clove trees were blown Into the sea; 
many were broken off short. Within 
a week after the storm Sald Burgash 
whe rounding up his laborers again 
end weending hither and yon for plants, 
which he presented to the poorer 
Arabs, who had seized on the idea of 
4 crop which could be sold to Buro- 
peans, and had put thelr all into the 
purchase of plants and slaves for their 
culture, 


From that second planting 
the great bulk of the world's 
supply today, and when one realized 
that the least output of cloves per an 
num has amounted (from Zanzibar 
alone) to 80,000 bales and the grent- 
ext ontpnt to 200,000, and when 
furthermore realizes that the govern 
ment claims os tax one bag out of 
each Ave, one may catch a vistn of 
Burgash'sa dream, and concede that 
the Orlental has In part the grentost 
of mental attributes—-iImagination

DISK CLUTCHIS 
_ EASY INACTION 


Mechanism of Unusual Qualities 
and Unit of Almost 100 Per 
Cent Perfection. 


(By ERWIN GREER, President Greer 
College of Automotive Engineering, 
Chicago.) 


The disk clutch is a mechanism of 
unusual qualities. Simple, easy to op- 
erate, efficient and lasting. In view of 
the severe work which it has to per- 
form and the excellent manner in 
which it does it, without attention, 
makes it a unit of almost 100 per cent 
perfection. There are times, however, 
when one of these clutches after a 
period will begin to slip. This slipping 
condition will usually develop after 
the first two or three months’ service 
if it is going to slip at all, and I am 
now going to try to make it clear, the 
reason of this and how to overcome it. 

This clutch of the dry disk type is 
made up of a number of- disks ar- 
ranged alternately with a steel plate 
against one fabric lined. The edges of 
the fabric-lined disks have a series of 
teeth cut around the outer diameter 
which mesh with corresponding 
grooves in the outer drum. The steel 
disks have keyways out in the edge of 
holes in the disks which engage in 
keys in the internal drum. When the 
clutch is engaged these disks are firm- 
ly compressed by two springs acting 
against the compressor plate. 

Height of Disks. 

The height of the total number of 
disks piled one on top of the cther 
and arranged the same as when ingthe 
clutch should equal or be slightly in 
excess of the distance from the shoul- 
der to the edge of the internal clutch 
drum. When a car is new the lined 
disks are bound to have high spots on 
them and after a few hundred miles’ 
running these high spots will be worn 
down, resulting in a reduction in the 
measure of the disk assembly.

Do not pour off in the elutch housing 
as it will damage the clutch lining, 
miuking it too soft. Keep the thrust 
bearing greased.

| EASIEST METHOD TO 
GET AT COMMUTATOR 


Task Is Simplified by Use of Thin 
Wooden Padc¢le. 





It is difficult to get at commutators 
as a rule, due to the small opening at 
the commutator end of a generator or 
starting motor. This requires that 
some simple tool be made to get at the 
commutator through one of the brush 
hoider openings. The easiest way to 
do this is to take the cover of a cigar 
box or some thin wood stock and make 
a small paddle about 4 or 6 inches long 
and about half the width of the brush 
holder. 

To use this simple arrangement for 
cleaning generator commutators first 
remove the most accessible generator 
brush and then wrap a strip of No. 00 
sandpaper over the end of the paddle 
and use it through the brush holder

Highway Surface Tester 
Keeps Record of. Bumps 


A manufacturer of road machinery 
has recently perfected «n ingenious 
recording instrument to measure in- 
equalities in highway pavement sur- 
face. This instrument is divided so 
that it may be mounted at the side 
of an automobile dashboard as shown 
in the illustration, and is intended to 
record variance in surface by the 
markings of pencils upon. a rolled 
chart fed through the tiny’ machine. 

All inequalities in the surface of the 
pavement passed over by either of 
the front wheels are recorded. This

FOR THE COUNTY

3ureau Poultry Department held 
in the offices of the rancher body. 

M. A, Kipf, executive secretary 
of the Farm Bureau and one of 
the original advocates of the ac- 
eredited breeders and hatcheries 
project addressed the meeting. He} 
said, ‘‘The Farm Bureau Poultry 
Department seeks to acquaint all 
poultrymen of San Bernardino 
County with the accredited breed- 
erg and hatcheries plan by which 
they ean buy guaranteed chicks 
for the upbuilding of their flocks. 

‘‘San Bernardino County is for- 
tunately situated for the poultry 
industry. Good returns are pos- 
sible when flocks of high produc- 
tien averages are maintained. 

“The man who buys a job lot 
of hens or chicks from anywhere 
and everywhere is doomed to fail- 
ure, however. The object of the 
Farm Bureau is to acquaint every 
poultryman with this plan by 
which he can buy chicks of known 
production. 

‘““A survey of poultry failures 
in this county has shown that 
practically all were caused be- 
cause too low an average of pro- 
duction was maintained by the 
hens. 

‘The aceredited plan is for the 
advancement of the industry and 
we are launching during the com- 
ing month a county-wide cam- 
paign of education. Meetings will 
be held in Chino, Ontario, Fon- 
tana, San Bernardino, and Red- 
lands, to which all poultrymen 
will be invited to attend.

NGOME TAK DUE 


Forty thousand Southern California tax- 
payers who are meeting their income 
taxes on the installment plan must make 
their third quarterly payment on or before 
September 15. There were 230,682 separate 
returns filed in the Los Angeles district 
this year, as compared with 176,950 in 
1922, a gain of 30.36 per cent, which is 
the banner increase of the 65 Internal 
Revenue Districts in the United States. 
Approximately 190,000 persons paid their 
taxes in full on March 15. From January 
1 to August 1, the receipts from income 
taxes have been $24,598,694.22, a sub- 
stantial increase over the same _ period 
of 1922. 


Collector, Rex Goodcell has called atten- 
tion to the fact that the mailing of a 
bill to a taxpayer at his last given 
address constitutes legal notice, nad not 
the delivery of the letter. He urged tax- 
payers to notify the Internal Revenue office 
of changes in address as they are still 
liable to taxes and penalties, even though 
they do not receive notice of their indebt- 
edness. Notices regarding payment of the 
third installment were mailed to 40,000 
taxpayers. 


Under the law the entire income tax 
of a taxpayer who fails to pay his quart- 
erly installment automatically becomes due 
and the collector must collect the whole 
tax plus interest and penalties. 


Tourists who are visiting in Southern 
California should send remittances on 
their income tax to the Collector of the 
Internal Revenue District in which they 
filed their original returns. Collector 
Goodcell pointed out that although the 
Washington Bureau assesses the tax, pay- 
ment of it must be made iv the Collector 
of Internal Revenue in whose district the 
taxpayer resides. Payments should never 
be sent to Wasnington.

1925 Opening Evokes 
Administration Policy of 
Complete Conservation 
for Our National Parks 


By JOHN DIGKINSON SHERMAN 


H® national parks lost a’ gvod 
friend when Warren G. Harding 
died. His appreciation and up- 
proval of the national park move- 
ment were signuliy shown at the 
1928 opening of Yellowstone for 
{ts fifty-first year by an official 
declaration of administration pol- 
icy worthy of {ts place us the first 
national park in all history and 
lurgest und most famous of all 
America’s nineteen public piay- 
grounds set apart by congress for the use of the 
people forever, That official declaration of 9d- 
ministration policy was nothing less than ubsolute 
protection of the national park system against 
commetcial tnovasion and exploitation, 

Dr. John Wesley Hill, chancellor of Lincoln 
Memorial university, made the declaration. Ue 
officially represented President Harding aad See- 
retary of the Interior Work at the Yellowstone 
opening. His statement was rrepared, careful 
and emphatic. It contained the following: 

“And we are here today. to celebrate the 
annual opening of Yellowstone park, the lurgest 
and most far-famed of our national parks, a wooded 
wilderness of three thousand three hundred square 
miles, containing tncomparable waterfalls, more 
geysers than are found in the rest of the world all 
‘put together, irrigated by myers Hike miniature 
lakes, and beautified by lakes Hke inland seas, 
carved by canybns of sublimity, cecorated with 
colors defying the painter's art, punctured with 
inmumerable boiling springs whose steam mingles 
with fleecy clouds, stuccoed with vast areas of 
petrified forests, a sanctuary of safe retreat for 
feathered songsters and wild beasts, a wonder- 
land, playground, sanitarium and university all 
fn one, where the eye feasts upon the riotous 
colors of flowers, ferns and rocks; the ear is 
surged with the symphony of melodious sounds; 
the mind ts sated with a thousand revelations of 
truth and beauty, ana the jaded body, weary wh 
the trudge of thought and toil and travel, ungirds 
for song and dance beneath the shadows of the 
evertasting hills. 

“Yellowstone history {s replete with crises 
where the friends of the park and the park idea 
have had to fight with a heretsm worthy its ex- 
plorers and discoverers to retain It Intact against 
the bold and presumptuous claims of the advo- 
cates of special privilege, determined to commer- 
clallze this Iand of wonder, to bulld railroads 
through {t, tunnel {ts mountains, dam tts lakes 
and streams, and secure stranglehold monopolies 
with small compensation to the government and 
total loss to the people. 
| “And regardless of all facts and figures, appeals 
and threats, therefore, any plan, however inert- 
torious on its face, for the commercial exploita- 
tion of parks must by the very nature of Its 
aims and purposes be immediately doomed to 
failure, 

“Good projects, bad projects, Indifferent prof- 
ects, all must face the same fate, for ft Is at last 
established polfcy of the government that our 
national parks must and shall forever be main- 
tained tn absolute, unimpatred form, not only for 
the present, but for all time to come, f policy 
which has the unquatified support of President 
Harding. 

“This ts the fixed policy of the adininistration, 
and I can assure you it will not be modified. It 
will not be swerved a hair’s breadth by any f.flu- 
ence, financial, political or otherwise. 

“Tf rights are granted to one claimunt, others 
must follow, so a precedent must not be estab- 
Hshed. Tt would inevitably ruin the entire national 
park system.” 

Doctor Hill might have bean more definite In 
the matter of the attacks by commercial interests 
upon Yellowstone, Since eany In 1920 it has 
required increasing vigilance and aggressive or- 
ganized effort on the part of the vast army of 
national park enthusiasts to defeat these attacks, 
During the winter and spring ef 1920 the Sixty- 
sixth congress nearly passed the Smith bill ere 
ating a commerctal tirrigaties reservoir in’ the 
southwest corner of Yellowstone for the benetit ef 
Idaho. And it did pass the water power bill 
granting to a commission power to ‘lease public 
waters, including those of the national parks and 
monuments, for water power,

A national organization of defense, about 
4,000,000 strong, was quickly effected. The Smith 
bill was killed in the house, after it had passed 
the senate. The Jones-Esch bil! exempting na- 
tional parks, present and future, from the juris- 
diction of the water power commission was Intro- 
duced and forced forward. The water power in- 
terests were powerful enough, however, to force 
a compromise amendment which exempted only 
the existing national parks. The Jones-Esch bill 
Was passed by the Sixty-sixth congress. 

In December of 1920 Senator Walsh of Montana 
championed a bill to dam Yellowstone Inke for 
an Irrigation scheme tn Montana, <A long and 
hard-fought battle folkowed. In June of 1921 Sec- 
retury of the Interior Fall reported on the bill 
and straddled on the question of pretection, hold- 
Ing that power and Irrigation development in the 
national parks should be only “on specific author- 
ization of congress, the works to be constructed 
and controlled by the federal government.” There 
upon Senator Walsh proposed a new bill providing 
that the United States reclamation service should 
build and operate the Yellowstone Inke dam. The 
defenders of the park proved that the dam could 
be built to greater advantage outside the park. 
In 1922 the uphelders of the parks won a victory 
by electing Scott Leavitt in Montana to congress 
over Jerome Locke, originator of the dam project. 
The final result of the fight was that the Sixty- 
seventh congress adjourned March 4, 1023, leav- 
ing the Walsh dam in the committee’s pigeonholes, 
Efforts to revive It are expected In the Sixty: 
eighih congress, 

During these three years another victory of 
great importance along the same Hne was the 
smothering In committee of the All-Year National 
park bill, personally drafted and sponsored by 
Seeretary Fall, This bill created a national park 
in the Mescalero Indlan reservation In New Mex- 
feo out of several tnsignificant spots widely sep- 
arated, plus an Irrigation and power reservolr 
ninety miles away. It would have Introduced both 
water power and Irrigation into tke national park 
system, There was a nation-wide protest against 
this bill, In which New Mexjco itself took an 
active part. The bill is too dead, it Is believed, 
to be resuscitated, 

A third victory cadled nation-wide attention to 
another danger that threatened—and still thrent- 
ens—the national parks. The victory was the de 
feat of the Slemp Dill creating the Appalachian 
National park out of a Virginia mountain top, It 
was opposed on the ground that the area was 
below the proper national park qualtty, It was 
favored by Secretary Fall, who in his report to 
the public lands committee sald that his polley 
was to substitute a wide-open recreational park 
system of many sinall playgrounds for our his- 
toele national park system. 

The late Franklin K, Lane, as secretary of the 
interior In 1918, nailed down this plank in the 
national park. platform: 


In studying new park projects you skould seek 
to find “scenery of supreme and distinctive quality 
or some natural feature so extraordinary or unique 
as to be of national interest and importance Z 
The national park system as now constituted 
should not be lowered in standard, dignity and 
prestige by the tnclusion of areas which express 
in less than the highest terms the particular class 
or kind of exhibit which they represent, 


President Hurding was the first president to an- 
neunce publicly a general administration policy 


Sof absolute conservation for the national parks 


system und for all of tts units. Both Roosevelt 
and Taft weee good friends of the national parks, 
bat peageervation against commercisl invasion was 
not a question in their days. President Wilsen, 
in hés firet teem, signed the Hetch Hetehy bill 
giving San Francisco the water supply reservoir 
in Yosemite which has just been completed; its 
secret writer power purpose was not then gen- 
evally understood, President Wilson, however, 
stood by the national parks loyally and powerfully 
in the fight to exempt them from the jurisdiction 
of the water power commftssion,

President Harding, {n annourcing this admin- 
istration policy, was not anticipating a popular de- 
mand so much as answering it. The truth Is that 
the American people have within the last three 
years adopted our nineteen national parks as a 
part of thelr eonception of the greatness of their 
nation. “Handa off!" applies to the national 
parks as well as to Old Glory. They are eager 
to defend them and to keep them Inviclate. And 
they have developed organized strength through 
the affiliation of a dozen or so nation-wide organ- 
izutions to see that congress shall legislate wisely 
coneerning the national parks. ‘The announce- 
ment of the conservation policy was received with 
nation-wide delight. The national park enthust- | 
asts hoped that the conservation policy would be | 
broadened to uphold Secretary Lane's important | 
plank, 3 

Yellowstone also gets into the Hmelight this 
genson because President Harding paid it a two- 
days’ visit on his way to Alaska. The Presidert's 
party went in and out through the north entrance 
and did about 150 miles of motoring in seeing 
various points of {nterest. On the Continental 
Divide they drove through snowbanks. The Pres- 
ident went yachting on Yellowstone lake—un- 
dammed. He saw many wild animals and fed 
gingerbread and molasses to a black bear and her 
cub, He saw the Palnted Terraces of Mammoth 
Hot Springs. Old Faltthful geyser spouted 150 | 
feet into the air every sixty-five minutes for 
him—as It does for every visitor, The photograph 
reproduced herewlth shows the President and 
Mrs. Harding, under escort of Superintendent Hor. 
ace M. Albright, viewing from Artist Point the 
Grand Canyon of the Yellowstone and the Lower 
Falls, The President was visibly Impressed by 
the sight—one of the grandest and most beau- 
tifui in the world.

Yellowstone contains 3,348 square miles—i8,.114 
in Wyoming, 198 in Montana and 386 in fdaho, 
Big as it is, the plan is to enlarge it by the addl- 
tion of many square miles to the south—the Jack- 
son Hole country, which contains Jackson lake | 
and the Teton mountains and is a natural part of 
the park.

IV. Mark Deserting Paul and Barna. 
bas (Acts 13:13) 

We are not told the cause of this 
desertion. Three conjectures, one or 
all of which had a beurlng upon his 
action, are offered, 

1. Homesickness. His home was of 
easy circumstances if not wealthy. As 
they were carrying the gospel into the 
rough, mountainous country, occupied | 
by rough, half-civilized people, the 
mettle of this young servant was tried, 
We ought not to condemn him too 
readily, for we know how trying it Is 
to leave home. when struggling against 
the rough world. While sympathizing | 
with him, we must remember that 
duty is stronger than the tender tiles} 
of life. The time comes when the sol. | 
dier must spurn the ties which bind | 
him to father, mother, wife and chil- | 
dren, in response to the eall of duty. 
The missionary must turn his back 
upon home, native land, and friends in! 
his devotion to his Lord. 

2. Disbelief in Foreign Missions, 
There was & common prejudice among | 
the Jews against taking the gospel to | 
the Gentiles. When he saw that these 
missionaries were going to the “re 
gions beyond,” his prejudice may have 
caused him to turn back. 

3. Cowardice. The dangers before 
them were not imaginary but. real. 
The missionary today faces awful dan- 
gers: climate, wild beasts, deadly ser- 
pents and insects, and savage and can- 
nibalistic men. However, fear is no 
excuse for cowardice because we are 
linked to the Almighty by faith; there 
is nothing In heaven or on earth that 
can harm us. Courage is required of 
those who would do the Lord's work, 

V. Mark With Peter in Babylon (J 
Pet, 5:18). 

Some years after Mark’s desertion, 
when Paul and Barnabas were arrang- 
ing for a second evangelistic tour, | 
they had a sharp dispute over the 
question of taking Murk with them, 
Paul would not censent to Mark’s ac: 
companying them, so “they departed 
asunder one from the other.” Mark 
went with his uncle. By this time he 
must have been cured of his cowardice 
for we see him associated with Peter 
in Babylon, 

Vi. Mark Honored by Paul (II Tim. | 
4:11). 

Paul is now an old man in prison, 
Mark is a middle-aged man associated 
with Timothy at Ephesus. Mark had 
proved himself, for Puul gives the | 
pleasing testimony that “he is. profit: 
able unto me for the ministry.” Mark 
is an example of one who made good 
in spite of his early backsliding. 

Faith,

When the new California vehicle 
act, known the Breed bills, be- 
came effective on Aug. 31, midnight,

California motorists began to get 
the direct benefit of all the money}; 
collected by motor vehicle and fuel 


taxes, according to a statement made 
yesterday by Percy E. Towne, gen-| 
eral counsel for the California State 
Automobile Association. Fines may 
not be used for other purposes, 
either. 

Towne headed the automobile 
sociation’s legislative committee 
which helped in the drafting of the 
Breed bills and fostered their pass- 
age at the last session of the legis 
lature | 

“Every possible precaution,” Towne 
said yesterday, “was taken to make 


as- 


certain that funds collected from 
the motorists would be used 100 


per cent for the improvement of the 
roads and highways, motor vehicle 
department service, and for no other 
purposes.” 

Counties, State Split Fund 

Funds raised by the $3 flat regis- 
tration fee will be divided equally 
between the state and the various 
counties after deductions made 
to defray the cost of operating the 
division of motor vehicles. This 
cost cannot exceed 20 per cent of 
the total in any one year, according 
to the outline of the act given by 
Towne. 

The state’s share must be spent 
exclusively for the: maintenance, 
pair, widening, resurfacing and re- 
construction of existing state roads. 
The counties must spend their share 
for construction and maintenance of 
county roads, bridges and culverts. 

Designate Tax Funds 


are

Funds raised by the gasoline tax 
must be spent by the state and 
county for identical purposes. This 


tax is collected from the distributor, 
which does not mean the garage 
man or service station, but the or- 
iginal distributor on a large scale. 
This should reduce the expense of 
collection to a minimum. It is col 
lected in four quarterly installments. 
Exported gasoline, sold for use out- 
side the state, fuel purchased for 
purposes other than to propel veh- 
icles on the highways and for the 
transportation of government rural 
free delivery of mail is exempted. 
A system has been provided where- 
by the distributor of exempted gaso- 
line, who must pay the tax original- 
ly, is rebated upon filing an affi- 
davit and invoice. Less rebates, 
these funds are divided equally be 
tween the state and counties.
